As 
are tho rays, sueli are tlie elements 
producing tliem. When rays are 
found answering to no substance al- 
ready catalogued, tho existence of some 
now body is naturally inferred from 
the fact. That was how Gallium was 
first brought to light, and now we have 
a. "like history for Samarium. M. 
LECOQ UK BOISUAUDUAX, wlio has 
greatly distinguished liimself by his 
researches in this l.irancli of seieneo, 
found as ho was examining a mineral 
known under the name of Sauiarkite, an 
omisbion of unfamiliar rays. Ho has 
inferred thence the o.Kiatenco in tliis 
mineral of a now metal, which he has 
accordingly named Samarium, and all 
he has now to do is to isolate it from 
the other elements with which it is as 
yet combined. This Im.s .'dready been 
done for the oilier lu.'w inotal, Nor- 
wegium, patriotically ho named after 
his fatherland by its discoverer, Prof. 
Telxep-Daiiii. of tlio University of 
Norway, who detected it in a metallic 
compound of arsenic and nickel. The 
Professor Ims even determined tho 
principal properties of Li.s new metal, 
which he describes as being wiiite,

Tho Capture of Qotovrayo- 



The accounts from tho Cape state 
that for morn than a week Captain 
Lord Giflord, taking his life in his hand, 
tracked King Cetewayo day and night 
with the persistence of a sleuth hound, 
through the most untrodden wilds of 
Zululand. 

His party, at limes reduced to a mere 
handful, relied for provisions on food 
obtained from natives who were but 
lately in arms. Led by information 
from the same source, they pressed the 
King 1 a 'd, and captured his attendants 
including his gun-beare*', who had with 
him a valuable rifle. 

.Foiled in liis attemjit to break 
through our toils to tho coast, Cete- 
wayo doubled back to the Ngoino 
Forest, Lord Giflord still being hard on 
his track. On the 27th of August he 
took Cetewayo's sleeping mat at a kraal 
where the King had slept. Two lads 
were found there, and, as tluiy denied 
all knowledge of Cetewayo's where- 
.abouts, they were blindfolded, and .1 
voUev fii'cd in the air. The ruse suc- 
ceeded, and one exclaiming, "My broth- 
er is shot," promised to lead Giflord to 
the King's retreat. 

Led by this boy he threaded tho de- 
files of tho forest at. night, aiid.after a 
wild, perilous rido reatehed at 'dawn of 
the 28th the spot, which was iii an open 
glade. 

Fearing the escape of tho King to 
the surrounding forest, Giflord sent 
back intelligence and, waited till niglit 
to make tho capture: * While lying liid- 
den ho watched the King slaughter an 
ox, and then' descried a body of cavalry 
on the ridge opposite tho kraal.

UNITED STATES. 

Newark, N. J., Oct. 1 7. --Rev. ^V. 
R. Whitinghall, Episcopal bisiiop of 
Maryland, died at Suninior Home, 
Orange, N. J., at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, aged 74. He had boon confined 
to tho house nearly a year. 

Aloanv, N. Y., 17. — An express 
train ran into a freight train on the 
Susquelmniu road, at Oneonta, to-tlay, 
by which the engineer, Judd Mann, 
and tho fironmii, James McOuiro, of 
tiie oxpre.ss train, wore killed and both 
locomotives badly damaged. The acci- 
dent was a duplication of the one lately 
occurring on the iMichigaii Central. A 
train was being made up at Oneon- 
ta and as there was a heavy fog a Hag 
man was sent towards the express that 
was duo when it came rushing Into the 
yard ujiou the partially mntlo up freight 
train. None of tho passengers were in- 
jured. 

THE INDIAN WAR. 
Eawlik,s, N.Y., Oct, 17, — A courier 
just in from Morritt's coinniand reports 
that the troops are at tho White River 
agency, that thoy have been scouting 
through the country for 50 miles about 
them and have been unable to find a 
single Indian. It is evident that the 
Indians have gone .south and split into 
small bands going into various agen- 
cies. Tiie troops will IinY(> all tho 
winter campaign to f<'rrot out those of 
the savage tribe who brought on tiio 
trouble. 

SPAIN. 

Maduii), Oct. 17. — A hurricane on 
Tuesday night was accompanied by 
heavy rains which overflowed the rivers 
Mundas and Segura. The cities of 
Scora, Oriliucla, MurcihiiKl, Crevillent 
and a large number of villages between 
Muroio, Allicante and Carfagent, were 
more or less injured. The rivers .sud- 
denly ro.se several ytirdx during the 
night and the inhabitants wore com- 
pelled to fly without saving any pro- 
perty, The streams are covered with 
the wrecks of farm houses, agricultural 
implements, dead cattle and some 
human corpses. Soldiers and marines 
havo been sent by train from tho near- 
est stations to the scene of the di.saster. 
Churches and public buildings are oc- 
cupied by thousands of fugitives. Tele- 
graph lines were destroyed between 
Madrid, Auricoa, Aurica, Oiilialla, Ali- 
cante and Albacet. The same storm 
also partially flooded Malaga and in- 
terrupted telegraph and railway com- 
munication as far as Henloa and Se- 
ville. The Spanish cabinet met yos- 
terday to decide upon measures for re- 
lief. The floods in Marcca continue. 
One hundred and nineteen corpses havo 
been recovered. Four villoges are in 
ruins and thousands of peasants are 
wholly destitute.

In the year 1808 an attempt was 
made to get the Imperial government 
to insist upon an observance of Sun- 
day and this called forth the follow- 
ing reply from Napoleon 1. He said; 
"It is contrary to Divine law to hinder 
a man, who has wants on Sunday as 
well as ou other day's to work on Sun- 
day in JJorder to gain his bread. 
The government should impose such a 
law without giving bread gratis to 
to those who have none. Besides, it 
is not the failing nf jipople in France 
to work too much. # * * 
We have seen tho public force employ- 
ed in constraining persona to celebrate 
the tenth day and to work on Sunday 
(during the Revolution, when weeks 
wore abolished), and we .should guard 
against the necessity of employing gens- 
darnies to iiinder men who stand in 
need of what they earn from working 
on Sunday. In both cases there is 
either political or religious supersti- 
tion. God has made work a necessity 
and be wishes men to work every day, 
because he has given them wants 
wliich are renewed every day. Wo 
must distinguish in wimt is prescribed 
by the clergy between the really reli- 
gious laws and those obligations which 
liave been invented with the view of 
extending the authority of the minis- 
ters of religion. * * * The obser- 
vance of fasting ujion Friday are 
secondary and veryinsigiiificant rules. 
"Wliat touches essentially the com- 
mands of the Church is not to inter- 
fere with social order, not to do ill to 
one's neighbor, not to make an abuse 
of liberty. You must not reason with, 
but laugh at priests ^^•ll0 demand such 
regulations. I do not oblige them to 
give absolution against their will, and 
I shall not permit them to force mo to 
throw the peasant who works, no 
matter what day, into prison. Since 
my authority is invoked in this matter 
I give to my people, and forever, the 
right of not interrupting their work. 
The more they work the less vice there 
will be. If I must take pait in this 
affiiir I .should prefer to order that 
on Sunday directly after mass all the 
shops bo opened and the people return 
to their work. * * * * Since 
people eat every day, let them work 
every day. * * * Tiie com- 
pulsory powers of the church lie in 
e.\.liortation3 from the pulpit, and the 
police and prisoners should never be 
used us a lueaiis to enfoyce,, ^tho prao- 
ticesof religion.'' ' ' " ' , '
